porters. 

Protests have come from vir- 
tually every American news- 
paper organization arguing the 
right of Americans to report 
the news regardless of the dip- 
lomatic status with Red China.

“We always take into account 
the possibility of influencing 
the Communist regime to better 
ways if we had diplomatic re- 
lations with it or if, without 
that, we had commercial and 
cultural contacts with it,” Dul- 
les said in his conclusion.

t Shift Would Mean. 

As American policy-makers 
have oer repeatedly in recent 
years, Dulles stressed the neces- 
sity of trying to hold the allegi- 
ance of the overseas Chinese for 
the “free China” of Chiang 
Kai-shek on Formosa as against 
Communist China. 

“If the United States recog- 
nized the Chinese Communist 
regime, many of the millions of 
overseas Chinese in ‘free Asian 
countries would, reluctantly, 
turn to acceptance of the guid- 
ing direction of the Communist 
regime,” he said. “This would 
be a tragedy for them and it 
would imperil friendly govern- 
ments already menaced by Chi- 
nese Communist subversion.” 

Dulles made no mention of 
the recent controversy over 
China trade within a 15-nation 
committee meeting at Paris. 
At that meeting the majority 
voted against the United States 
position and for revising down- 
ward the stragetic goods embar- 
go against the China mainland 
so that it would be equalized 
with the embargo against stra- 
tegie goods in effect against 
Russia 


Deviation by British.

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower stood 
with diplomatic representatives 
of 15 Moslem nations today and 
reaffirmed “our determination 
to secure the foundations of a 
just and lasting peace.” 

The President spoke at cere- 
monies dedicating the $1,200,- 
000 Islamic center, recently 
completed on Massachusetts 
avenue’s embassy. row to bring 
religious and cultural services 
to Moslems of the 15 nations 
represented in Washington. 

Officials of the center joined 
in the ceremony outside the 
white stone mosque and then 
conducted the President on a 
tour inside the minareted struc- 
ture. 

Mrs. Eisenhower alse attend- 

ed the ceremony. When they 
visited inside the mosque the 
Président and Mrs. Eisenhower 
in deference to Moslem custom, 
left their shoes at the door and 
walked into the heavily car- 
peted prayer room. The Presi- 
dent put woolen coverings over 
his socks, but Mrs. Eisenhower 
stood in her stocking feet. 
Mr. Eisenhower was present- 
ed with a green-covered copy of 
the Koran by Saudi Arabian 
Ambassador Abdullah Al-Khay- 
yal. He said he had read ex- 
cerpts from the Koran but never 
the whole book. 


RUSSIAN PAPER REPORTS 
BANK HOLDUP 40 DAYS LATE 


MOSCOW, June 28 (AP)— 
The newspaper Soviet Russia 
yesterday reported a big bank 
robbery in downtown Moscow— 
40 days after the crime took 


place. 
The paper, which like all 
Soviet papers reports crime 


news rarely, said the search 
for the robber turned up three 
criminals, all of whom con- 
fessed. The paper indicated one 
of the three really was the 
robber. 

Soviet Russia said the robber 
stole 50,000 rubles ($12,500 at 
the official exchange). The rob- 
ber is awaiting trial. The other 
criminals discovered in the 
hunt also will be tried—but for 
other crimes.

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
| cut $456,500,000 from his budget 
| request for military construc- 
tion. 

The White House sent to 
Congress a revised request for 
$1,665,500,000 for this purpose. 
This represented a $456,500,000 
reduction from the origina) re- 
quest presented to Congress in 
January. 

Presidential press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the re- 
duction was achieved by de- 
ferring less urgent construction 
projects for economy reasons. 

The new appropriation pro- 
posal carries $325,000,000 for 
Army construction, $335,000,000 
for Navy building programs, 
and one billion dollars for Air 
Force construction. 

Another $5,500,000 is includ- 
ed for the construction of loran 
stations—electronic aids to nav- 
igation—by the Coast Guard, 

January Request. 

Mr. Eisenhower's January 
budget request for military pub- 
lic works was $2,122,000,000. 
This was subsequently reduced 
by $200,000,000. 

Earlier, the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee voted 
unanimously to restore nearly a 
half billion dollars of House- 
imposed cash cuts in funds for 
the armed forces. 

Its decision, a substantial vic- 
tory for the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, sends to the Senate for 
consideration a 34% -billion- 
dollar bill to maintain the armed 
forces in the 12 months starting

Installation of electric traffic 
signals and’ the  neighbor- 
hood rehabilitation program 
would have to be halted for the 
remainder of this fiscal year if 
present proposals for easing the 
city’s financial crisis are car- 
ried out, the Post-Dispatch was 
told today. 


One proposal in a bill which 
was referred to the aldermanic 
ways and means committee to- 
day would transfer $800,000 to 
general revenue from the park- 
ing meter fund by the end of 
the current fiscal year. 


Present balance of the fund, 
which is maintained from park- 
ing meter receipts, is slightly 
more than $500,000. The re- 
maining $300,000 would become 
available in the remaining nine 
and one-half months of the fis- 
cal year. Net revenue from the 
meters has been averaging $35,- 
000 a month. 


However, the use of the funds 
for general revenue purposes 
would deprive the traffic divi- 
sion of any means of financing 
the purchase and installation of 
traffic signals throughout the 
city. Appropriations are made 
from current parking meter re- 
ceipts as they become available. 

Possible Layoffs. 

Street Director Frank Kriz, 
whose department includes the’ 
traffic division, said he would 
be forced to lay off three crews 
of 10 men each now engaged 
in traffic signal installation. 

There are enough funds to 
complete the underground con- 


of the signals will have to be 
halted at this point. 

The division also planned 
signals at 40 more intersections 
this year. This will have to be 
dropped, he said. 

In addition, the divi ae on 
planned to revamp a num 
signals to improve their per- 
formance and, in some cases, to 
permit left turns.

Monroe Brewer, chief of the 
housing section, said the city 
had planned to do certain work 
in improving and repairing 
streets and alleys in the Hyde 
Park and Cherokee rehabilita- 
tion projects this year but 
would be unable to do so if the 
revenue from sales of city 
property is diverted to general 
purposes. 

Brewer said, however, that an 
appropriation of $34,000 to fi- 
nance a housing standards sur- 
vey in the West End has already 
been passed and this work 
would continue. 

Under the neighborhood re- 
habilitation program, the city 
encourages individual homeown- 
ers to improve their property 
and bring it up to acceptable 
standards while the city agrees

Near the Gulf—Sur- 
vivors Tell of Losing 
Several in Families, 


LAKE CHARLES, La., June 
28 (AF)—The first hurricane of 
the season swept huge waves 
across the coastal marshes of 
Louisiana and there were wun- 
confirmed reports today that 
hurricane Audrey may have 


killed as many as 300 persons. 


The known dead totaled 18 
but first reports from Cameron, 
La., 30 miles south of Lake 
Charles, on the edge of the Gulf 
of Mexico, Indicated a heavy 
loss of life there. 

One count placed the total 
of missing and believed dead 
at 104, including 87 presumed 
dead at Cameron. This figure 
of 87 included five of those ‘in 
the 18 known dead listed yes- 
terday, it was pointed out. 

(The United Press quoted a 
Lake Charles Weather Bureau 
official reporting to emergency 
headquagters in Washington as 
saying that 200 to 300 persons 
were dead in the vicinity of 
Cameron and Creole, 15 miles 
to the east.) 

Red Cross officials at Cam- 
eron said they knew of at least 
1000 persons in the Cameron 
area who did not evacuate as 
the hurricane moved iniand 
yesterday. 

There was no estimate of the 
number hurt by the storm, but 
it is expected to run high. 
Prope damage will run into 
the millions of dollars. 

Report by Deputy. 

Deputy Sheriff D. P. Vincent 
of Cameron parish (county) told 
reporters when he arrived on a 


Coast Guard boat early today 
he believed “3000 ta 4000” 
drowned as huge waves swept 
over the marshlands. 

(The United Press said ama- 
teur radio operators broadcast 
Civil Defense statements that 
there was absolutely no founda- 
tion to reports that thousands 
were dead in the Texas-Louisi- 
ana area. These reports are 
“utterly without foundation,” 
the broadcasts said.) 

Of the thousand refugees 
pouring into Red Cross sta- 
tions, few were from the Cam- 
eron area, which bore the brunt 
of the storm. 

The Red Cross said it be- 
lieved 30 were lost at Cameron, 
in addition to the 18 known 
dead reported earlier. 

The storm itself was waning. 
Early today Audrey's center 
was in northern Mississippi, 
about 60 miles south ef Mem- 
phis, moving north-eastward at 
20 miles an hour. Winds up to 
40 miles were reported. When 
the storm struck the Texas- 
Louisiana coast yesterday morn- 
ing, Orange, Tex., and Lake 
Charles had reported 100-mile 
winds. 

(At Denton, Tex., the area 
Civil Defense Administration 
office said today it had dis- 
patched 40 doctors and nurses 
to Cameron. The area spokes- 
man said the picture at Camer- 
on was at this time “very con- 
fused.”) 

Families Reported Lost. 

Deputy Sheriff Vincent came 
in with other tattered survivors 
on the Coast Guard vessel Blue 
Bonnet. When told of Vincent's 
estimate, Chief Boatswain's 
Mate E. L. Begler said: “It's 
hard to tell how many died. So 
many people talk of losing fam- 
ilies of six or nine.” 

Another survivor on the Blue 
Bonnet, an old woman counting 
her fingers, said, “I lost all my 
six children.” 

The Red Cross disaster head- 
quarters released a 12-name 
casualty list, five of which were 
from Cameron. Abel Lablanc, 
a Negro whose two children are 
missing, said a 15-foot wave hit 
their home. 

There was still no report on 
the fate of 150 persons believed 
to have ridden out the storm in 
Pecan Island, about 50 miles 
east of Cameron. One Pecan 
Island evacuee said earlier 
“everything was washed away 
and just floating around.”

U.S. DENIES PLEA 
BY ARABS TO CUT 
OFF AID TO FRANCE 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
—The United States rejected 
today a plea from 11 Arab gov- 
ernments that American mili- 
tary aid to France be shut off. 

In formal notes to each of 
the Arab nations, the State De- 
partment also turned down a 
proposal that the United States 
join in “an international in- 
vestigation” of alleged French 
atrocities against Algerians 
seeking independence. 

The Arab nations had jointly 
called on the United States 
government May 24 to suspend 
all assistance to France. They 
said the aid was being used by 
France to support a policy of 
colonialism in Algeria. 

In an implied rebuke to the 
Arab governments for support- 
ing Algerian rebels, the State 
Department used all govern- 
ments to “conduct themselves 
so as to contribute to an atmos- 
phere conducive to peaceful 
settlement ., .”

Confusion From Ruling. 

Some confusion, with varying 
interpretations by different 
lower court judges, has grown 
out of the Jencks case decision. 

In that case, the Supreme 

Court held that when a govern- 
ment witness testifies against 
a defendant in a criminal case, 
the defense is entitled to in- 
formation the witness previous- 
ly has given the FBI or another 
federal investigative agency. 
' The bill approved today would 
let a trial judge examine any 
reports demanded by a defend- 
ant, decide whether any por- 
tions of the reports had a bear- 
ing on the case being tried, and 
withhold everything he _ con- 
sidered was not pertinent. 

Asking for approval of the 
bill, Brownell said that to ex- 
pose to public light the com- 
plete FBI file in a case would 
enable a defendant to identify 
confidential informants. 

Particularly in the internal 
security field, he said. This 
would “cut off intelligence 
sources, and in some instances 
endanger the lives of the in- 
formants.” 

Brownell said he accepted 
the principle that a defendant 
may inspect a statement of a 
government witness in order to 
impeach the witness’s credibil- 
ity.

Increase Eleventh Since 
1941 — Action Comes 
Day After Eisenhower 
Warning on Danger 
of Inflation.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 28 
(AP)—A new round of price 
increases in the economically 
important steel industry — the 
eleventh since 1941 — begins 
Monday. 

United States Steel Corp., the 
nation’s biggest steel producer 
and traditional industry pace- 
setter, announced yesterday it 
would increase its basic prices 
about $6 a ton. 


Republic Steel Corp., the na- 
tion’s third largest steel pro- 
ducer, announced it would fol- 
low the patterf' set by U. S. 
Steel, making the roughly $6- 
a-ton increase. 

A spokesman for Republic at 
Cleveland said the firm con- 
sidered the increase too little 
in view of the increased labor 
costs that go into effect the 
same time. At Youngstown, the 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. 
said increases to go into effect 
Monday had not yet been de- 
termined. 

Other steel firms are expect- 
ed to make similar price ad- 
justments. 

The Lukens Steel Co., one of 
the nation’s largest producers 
of steel plate, announced today 
it was increasing the price of 
carbon steel plate $5 a ton to a 
new. rate of $110, and alloy 
steel plate $7 to the new price 
of $144 a ton, effective July 1. 

Although steel products vary 
widely in price according to 
grade and shape, the new com- 
posite price will be about $146 
a ton. It is the sixth rise in as 
many years. Last year the in- 
dustry increased prices $8.50 a 
ton. 

The increase came just one 
day after President Eisenhower 
said inflation might become a 
“real danger” unless manage- 
ment and labor showed re- 
straint in wage and price boosts. 

Could Have Been Worse. 

Officials in Washington had 
anticipated & much higher in- 
crease, possibly as much as $12 
to $14 a ton. Most of them took 
the attitude that the increase 
might have been worse, but all 
agreed it would be inflationary. 

Clifford F. Hood, U.S. Steel 
president, said the increase was 
necessary to compensate for a 
company + estimated 21 - cent 
hourly package increase effec- 
tive Monday for the firm’s pro- 
duction workers under a three- 
year contract with the United 
Steelworkers.

Chief among industries af- 
fected by steel price increases 
are automobiles, construction, 
oil and appliances. It is likely 
many firms in these industries 
also will increase prices. 

Under the new price structure 
cold rolled sheets, used exten- 
sively in auto and appliance in- 
dustries, go up $6 a ton to $120. 

Auto industry officers have 
not said how much, if any, of 
the increase will be passed on 
to consumers. Statisticians fig- 
ure the cost of steel going into 
a $3000 car will be increased 
by $11.58. After steel prices 
were increased last year the 
cost 6f 1957 models advanced 
$10 to $300 over 1956 figures. 

Structural shapes, used in 
construction of buildings and 
bridges, were increased $5.50 a 
ton to $105.50. 

The price of steel pipe known 
as oil country tubing advanced 
$10.25 a ton. U.S. Steel said 
there would be “proportionate 
increases” in other grades and 
types of oil industry piping. 

Steel plate for ship buildi 
and railroad freight car con- 
struction moves up $5 to $102 a 


ton. 

Hood said the company’s cost 
per employe hour rose 284 per 
cent between 1940 and 1956. 
The price of finished steel mill 
products increased only 138 per 
cent in the same period, he said.

, of California and Florida, in 
_the corn belt of the Midwest.” 
| The split atoms of uranium 
in their eventual fallout to the 
earth, Holifield said, stick to 
trees, vegetation and soil and 
are “a grim forewarning of 
what could happen to an entire 
continent if attacked with such 
dirty nuclear weapons.” 

Strontium-90 particles from 
bomb explosions, Holifield said, 
circulate around the world 
many times before coming 
down. While no one knows how 
long they stay in the air before 
falling, he said, “It appears 
that it takes five years for | 
half of the strontium to descend 
from the upper air’ and be | 
swept to earth with rain, snow | 
or fog.

Murray on suspending nuclear tests 
will be listened to with great respect. Mr. Mur- 
ray, who is fortufiately to become a consultant 
to the Congressional Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, favors suspending tests of the super- 
weapons which create the largest fallout hazards, 
but not of the smaller atomic weapons whieh 
he regards as the core of the nation’s atomic 
security. 

This was, of course, the substance of the 
original proposal for a suspension, made last 
year by Adlai E. Stevenson and numerous scien- 
tific groups. In recent days discussion has been 
centered on other aspects of the issue than 
whether all, or only the H-bomb, tests should be 
halted by international agreement. And now 
President Eisenhower is believed to be wavering 
on whether to suspend any tests at all, 

We can sympathize with the President for 
wishing to maintain that degree of military se- 
curity which some of his advisers tell him can 
be assured by continuing nuclear tests. But 
against this advice he must set the simple fact 
that if the world is to take a first step toward 
disarmament. it cannot expect to continitie the 
arms race unabated at the same time. 

Which is more important, and will contribute 
most to our security in the long run—continuing 
the arms race full tilt, or making a start toward 
disarmament? That is the question to be decided. 

Undoubtedly there is a real risk that American 
development of nuclear weapons, especially mis- 
siles with nuclear warheads, might be retarded 
by a moratorium on tésts. On the other hand, 
it must be presumed that the Soviet develop- 
ment of nuclear weapons would be retarded in 
the same degree. 

But what if the Russians merely used the 
period of the moratorium to catch up with us 
on missile development, and then resumed 
nuclear testing when their missiles had reached 
the stage where tests were useful? This would 
indeed be a dismaying development. Yet we can 
be sure the Russians are going to use the next 
two or three years to try to catch up on missiles 
without a moratorium. Would the situation be 
very different if they did the same thing with a 
moratorium? In either case, the result at- some 
future date would be a stalemate or standoff in 
nuclear missiles. : 

The really vital question is what the situation 
would be during the intervening years. Without 
a moratorium on nuclear tests, the world would 
simply face, as it does now, a bleak future of 
unrelieved anxiety and tension over the nuclear 
arms race. With a moratorium, there would be 
at least a chance to try for a more comprehen- 
sive disarmament treaty and even for political 
settlements of East-West problems. 

If, that effort failed, the moratorium would 
expire and this country of course would have 
to resume testing whenever the Russians did, or 
whenever our security appeared to require it. It 
is not at all certain that we would then be in a 
seriously disadvantageous position on account 
of having gone through a moratorium. But even 
if we did lose some grotind during those two or 
three years, would not that risk be worth taking 
in return for the chance of making a start 
toward disarmament? 

Would not the risks of a moratorium be less 
than the risks of continuing the arms race 
unabated? 
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Backtracking at Springfield 

The rebuff by the Illinois House to a résolu- 
tion to abolish the office of State Auditor was a 
display of political affection for an elective of- 
fice whieh is losing its reason for existence, For- 
tunately the measure was kept available for an- 
other vote by a technical maneuver. We hope 
the results are different next time. 

Even now a leégislative majority seems to 
favor submitting to the people a constitutional 
amendment erasing the elective post from the 
ballot. Ninety-two votes were cast for the reso- 
lution but that was 26 short of the number 
needed for passage. Thus the House turned 
down the recommendation of its own Executive 
Committee, of Gov. Stratton and of the Morey- 
Jenner report on the Orville Hodge scandals. 

What makes this so senseless is that the Legis- 
lative itself has stripped the Auditor’s office of 
most of the authority which Orville Hodge mis- 
used. The legislators have passed measures to 
establish a new auditing department responsible 
to the Governor, along with a legislative audit 
committee, and a new state department to regu- 
late financial institutions. 

Thus about the only reason for retaining the 
Auditor's office is to retain one more elective 
post on an already complicated ballot, plus what- 
ever patronage may go with it. If the legisla- 
tors do not .want to explain that to the voters, 
they ought to revive the resolution and vote to 
abolish the obsolescent job of Auditor, 
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The Funny Business of Baseball 


Baseball is business—funny business, Fans 
have again been made aware of this by Repre- 
sentative Céller’s investigation of its exemption 
from the anti-trust laws. It is a paradox that 
& competitive sport enjoys a certain immunity 
from competition, But it would be a further 
paradox if, because club owners were ordered to 
be more competitive, their teams became less sa. 

That is why the Celler subcommittee asked 
Outstanding stars of the game especially about 
its “reserve clause.” Under this, a player is the 
“property” of the club with which he signs until 
he is traded or made a “free agent.” He cannot 
bargain with another club. He may even be 
deprived of the opportunity of showing that he 
is a box-office attraction. 

Yet Stan Musial, the big man of the Cardinals, 
said he would not change this clause. Robin 
Roberts, Philadelphia's star pitcher, said he 
knows no alternative to it. Bob Feller, former 
Cleveland pitching ace; Gerry Coleman, Yankee 
infielder, and Eddie Yost, Washington third 
baseman, could suggest only modifications. 

Feller would restrict the clause to three yeare, 
after which it might be renewed for another 
two if the player were given a 15 per cent salary 
increase. But Yost urged at least a 10-year 
term, At the end of five years, he said, stars 
would be wooed by the clubs with the most 
money and fans would be so dissatisfied that 
“they would boycott the parks.”

While Thespian Hall has seen that old 
drama before, we doubt if it ever produced such 
a double-billing. 

Boonville is observing the one hundredth an- 
niversary Of the historic building with parades, 
speeches, plays and homecomings, and every- 
thing but a reproduction of the second Battle 
of Boonville, an 1864 engagement in which Thes- 
pian Hall setved as a hospital and barracks. Now 
a regular-run movie house, it is said to be the 
oldest theater in continuing use west of the 
Alleghanies. 

Many a tourist on Highway 40, going down 
Main street, must have wondered about the dig- 
nified Greek Revival structure which looked as 
if it ought to be a court house, but wasn’t. Afid 
a closer inspection would reveal that the four 
Doric pillars of the portico were made of hun- 
dreds of curved bricks stuccoed over. The 
bricks at higher levels had to be eurved more 
sharply than those below. What a problem in 
geometry this brick-laying job must have been. 

Despite the fact that the old hall has seen 
everything from the original Thespians to Char- 
lie Chaplin, from a battle to Harry Truman, 
Thespian Hall has never appeared biase, It re 
tains its charm, as if the curtain always rise 
on something new, and there always be a 
next show.

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Public Housing Wins at J.B. 

The St. Louis County Housing Authority is to 
be commended for reaffirming its decision to 
go ahead with the Jefferson Barracks housing 
project. 

As Chairman Francis M. Barnes III so con- 
vincingly demonstrated, the proposed 330-unit 
project would replace on a limited basis, “‘di- 
lapidated, dangerous, sub-standard éxisting 
units.” The Authority is clearing a slum area, 
and a hazardous slum at that. This is clearly 
in the publie interest. 

Existing housing units at the Barracks are 
“temporary” frame buildings built in 1941 for 
the old Army Air Cofps. These flimsy struc- 
tures have been operated since the war as a low- 
rent housing project. So menacing are fire and 
other safety hazards that & grand jury urged in 
1956 that the whole business be torn down. 

Opposition to their replacement by clean, new 
two-story brick structures of modern construc- 
tion and design has been led by the South Coun- 
ty Civie Council. One of that group’s principal 
objections to the project grows out of fear of 
rising sehool taxes, This objection is not 
founded in fact. 

The housing authority will make an annual 
payment to local taxing bodies of 10 per cent of 
the rental value of the units. The Jefferson 
Barracks School..District would get the lion's 
share of this. It has been estimated that this 
payment in lieu of taxes will amount to from 
$20,000 to $25,000, It would take more than 100 
néw $30,000 homes to provide the J.B. sé¢hool 
district with $22,500. 

The one member of the Mousing Authority 
who voted against the project is Gene L. Ves- 
covo, a private home builder who has declared 
himself to be “97 per cént opposed to public 
housing.” Mr. Vescovo is entitled to his opin- 
ion, Of course. But what would he do with one

The compendious report of the Com- 
mission on Government Security is so 
many-faceted that full discussion of it 
seems impossible within the space of a 
single editorial. We shall attempt here 
to dis¢uss only the report’s recommen- 
dations regarding the clearance of fed- 
eral civilian employes on the bases of 
loyalty and suitability. 

These recommendations look to sig- 
nificant changes in the procedures of 
personnel security. Some of them seem 
to us wise and advantageous; some of 
them we deplore. 


The most important change recori- 
mended by the Security Commission 
concerns confrontation and cross-exam- 
ination of informants in leyalty cases. 
This strikes at what this newspaper has 
regarded as the central vice of the loy- 
alty program ever since its inception 
a decade ago. 

. Like the Association of the Bar of the 
City of New York, the Security Com- 
mission recommends that, except for 
“regularly established idential 
formants engaged in obtaining inte 

ence and internal security information 
or the Government,” all other sources 
whose information is to be weighed by 
examiners would be identified and sub- 
ject to subpena at the desire of the 
accused employe. 


This recommended change from pres 
ent procedure is immensely important 
from the point of view of national se- 
curity no less than from the point of 
view of individual rights. It would 
not only give an accuséd employe an 
indispensable means of exposing error 
or malice but it would also give the 
Government itself a méans of judging 
the reliability of information on which 
the clearance of an employe must be 


based. 
The attempt under the existing pro- 
hres to weigh information without 
owing it comes from is an 
exercise of gment but of sheer 
guesswork. And national ee: Ae 
too important to be left to this 


of guessing. 
The most serious defect ‘of the com- 


mission as we see it, lies in its 
recomme that loyalty tests be 
applied to every federal in non- 


sensitive as well as sensitive positions. 


The beginning of common sense in ad- 
ministration of a federal personnel 


clearance program lies, we think, in 
limiting it to those positions respecting 
which it is genuinely needed. 


The New York Association of the Bar 
urged this limitation, estimating that it 
would bring the total number of per- 
sons subject to clearance down from 
6,000,000 to 1,600,000. It would make 
the program much more manageable 
and much more effective. 

The Security Commission would elim- 
inate the existing test of federal em- 
ployes in terms of “security” but would 
add to the loyalty test a test of suit- 
“sy: Suitability seems to us the 
wisest classification. It is more read- 
ily definable than loyalty; and it can 
be administered without imposing on 

employes or rejected appli- 
eants the badge of infamy implicit in 
an adverse loyalty: finding. 

The imposition of such a badge of 
infamy amoufits to a sevefe punish- 
ment which ought not to be inflicted 
on American citizetis save in conform- 
ity with all the safeguards of due 
process of law. 

Government employes have been so 
thoroughly screened during the past 
decade that the clearance program in 
the years ahead will be applied largely 
to applicants. In this connection, the 
commission proposes a needed and 
most desirable reform—hearing rights 
for ee denied jobs because of 
disloyaity charges. Elementary consid- 
erations of fair play dictate this change.

I do not know what there is 
in it, but there have been hints 
that defensive nuclear arma- 
ments may be developed which 
would make this country largely 
invulnerable to nuclear attack. 
If that were to happen, we 
should—until Russia develops 
the same defensive weapons— 
be way ahead in the race of 
armaments. . 

In any event, the burden will 
be on the President and his 
supporters to prove that a 
pause in the race of armaments 
will not be an unequal sacrifice. 

The second of the principal 
objections is that any agree- 
ment, however limited techni- 
cally, in a matter of such criti- 
cal important as nuclear weap- 
ons will have a profound in- 
fluence on all the great issues 
which divide the world. 

Effect of the meeting at the 
summit in 1955 at Geneva was 
to downgrade the international 
importance of issues like the 
division of Germany. 


Pressing Other Prebless. 


Any substantial agreement 
now which covers the ultimate 
weapons of modern war, will 
have a similar, perhaps a larger, 
downgrading effect. 

Whether this would be a good 
thing or a bad one is the really 
debatable question. Does the 
downgrading of issues like the 
division of Germany, of Korea, 
of Viet Nam, like the rivalry in 
the Middle East, like the with- 
drawal of the Soviet army from 
Eastern Europe, mean _ that 
these problems will never be 
solved? 

Or does it mean that they will 
all be solved in the end as suits 
the Soviet Union? Or does it 
mean that as the tension re- 
laxes, the national and local im- 
pulses towards independence 
and nationalism will assert 
themselves? 

No one knows for certain and 
it is foolish to be dogmatic. The 
future is not under our control. 
But as between the risks of 
standing pat and the risks of 
venturing forward, why should 
we take counsel only of fears?

The process of union 
is not expected by the leaders 
to: be completed at the local 
church level—that is, for all 
congregations— perhaps for a 
generation. 

The problems of bringing 
about union are . national, 
regional, and local. The task 
at the- national level is the 
easiest, having been completed 
at many places. 

Synod to Meet in 1959. 


The general synod of the 
United Church combines the old 
general council of the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches and 
the general synod of the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church. 

A Board of Home Missions 
has been created, and in 1958 
both home mission boards of 
the two merged churches will 
enter the new agency. The 
boards of foreign missions will 
be merged in October in one 
agency. 

The United Church, at this 
synod, ‘created a council for 
Christian social action. The di- 
rector is the Rev. Dr. Ray M. 
Gibbons, of New York, who 
headed a similar council for 
Congregationa] Christian 
churches. Associate director is 
the Rev. Dr. Herbert F. Kiemme 
of Cleveland, who was head of 
the same commission for the 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. 

Two national publications of 
the old denominations will be 
merged—the Messenger, Evan- 
gelical and Reformed, published 
in St. Louis, and Advance, pub- 
lished by Congregational Chris- 
tians in New York. 

Visitors from other denomi- 
nations at this general synod 
have remarked on the total ab- 
sence of theologital differences. 
They added that this was what 
made the union possible. This 
synod appointed a commission 
to draw up a statement of faith 
to be- submitted to the next 
synod meeting and then to the 
congregatiohs. 

Theological Explanation. 


A top officer of the general 
synod put the theological agree- 
ment—or lack of disagreement 
—this way: 

“Congregational Christian 
churches, with their history of 
local self-government, have al- 
ways embraced the widest dif- 
ferences in theological opinions, 
from extreme liberalism on the 
left to rigid conservation on the 
right. This is partly due to the 
fact that these churches include 
members from many religious 
backgrounds. 

“The Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church was homoge- 
neous. Up until World War I 
many of its local churches held 
services in the German lan- 
guage. Moreover, the church 
was never loosely organized like 
the old Congregational fellow- 
ship, but was held together by

His initial proposal was 
modest enough. Since Berlin 
offered so much opportunity for 
rebuilding in place of its linger- | 
ing ruins, why not ask the | 
world’s leading architects to 
compete. 

Within a fixed maximum 
cost, each would design and 
supervise the’ construction of 
his ideal house on land to be 
provided by the city. The im- 
aginative Swiss thought there 
might be “10 or 20” houses. 

Exposition of Buildings. 

Beginning July 6 the result 
will be open to visitors as the 
“International Building Exposi- 
tion.” 

Fifty-three architects from 14 
countries are involved, and the 
project has grown to include 
more than 1200 dwellings, rang- 
ing from single-family houses 
to 17-story apartment buildings 


within a landscaped area of 
about 60 acres. 

The whole is known as the 
“Hansa quarter,” the prewar 
name of the region, and it is 
about one-third complete. Al- 
ready it is one of the most 
challenging 6nd interesting de- 
velopments of its kind in the 
| world. 
| Before the war the Hansa 
| quarter, built in the 1870s, was 
,a crowded section of massive 
building fronts and _ airless, 
|dreary courts. Although it 
| stood on the edge of the Tier- 
| garten, it had almost no green 
of its own. Its tennants num- 
| bered about 6000. 

Mostly Uninhabitable. 

After the wartime bombings 
only about one-eighth of its 
buildings were habitable. This 
was the region that was chosen 
| by the city for its bold experi- 
| ment. 
| Two public corporations were 
established, one to acquire the } 
property, the other to arrange 
the current exposition which 
will continue until the end of | 
September. 

Acquiring the property in it- | 
| self was no light task. There | 
| were 159 different owners, none | 
of whom could not be located— | 
many of the Hansa’s former | 
residents were Jews—and some 
of whom could not be deter- 
mined. 

Armed with authority to con- 
_demn the property and buy it 
| under court order if’ necessary, 
the corporation began its job. 
Most of the owners co-operated. 
Only one of the origina] title- 
holders is unchanged. This is | 
the Evangelical Church which |

. place of worship, where the red 
brick and spindly-steppled Kai- 
ser Friedrich chureh once stood.

POZNAN, Poland, June 28 
(AP) — Wreaths inscribed “In 
Memory of Poznan’s Events,” 
were carried to eight cemeteries 
today by workers’ delegations 
and family groups on the first 
anniversary of Poznan’s “bread 
and freedom” riots. 

The riots, in which nearly 60 
men and boys of Poznan met 
death, set off a chain of events 
which “inde- 
pendent Communist” regime to 
Poland and had repercussions in 
Communist countries the world 
over. 

But this aspect of the anni- 
versary remained in the back- 
ground. Factories operated as 
usual. Poznan was back to its 
drab everyday life after the 
flurry caused by last week's 
trade fair. Extra police were 
out in the streets last night but 
they were not needed. 

At Citadel cemetery, a mem- 
ber of the committee organizing 
the commemoration called for 
a moment of silence. It was 
broken only by the pealing of 
cathedral bells and a factory 
siren: Then the committee 
spokesman said: “This was not 
a fight between antagonistic 
forces. The tragedy of Poznan 
is that it was a fight between 
brothers.”

New Films 


Graustarkian Satire 


S a satire on the Graustarkian romance, “THE PRINCE 


AND THE SHOWGIRL,” at the ST. LOUIS THEATER 
is quite fetching and very amusing for about half its 
length. I lay this to the overpowering force of the two prin- 
cipals, Laurence Olivier and Marilyn Mon- 
roe, and to Olivier’s adroit direction in 
Lubitsch style, more than to the screen- 
play Terence Ratigan has fashioned from 
his own stage play, “The Sleeping Prince.” 
Olivier, with a monocle, gutteral, hissing 
accent, and cold, imperious manner, gives 
a sort of exaggerated Von Stroheim rendi- 
tion of the Grand Duke Charles, regent of the Balkan state 
of Carpathia, in London attending the Coronation, and will- 
ing to take time out for a little dalliance over a midnight 
supper at his Embassy with an American showgirl he has 
selected for the honor. 


Miss Monroe as the showgirl, a prattling, extrovert type, 
has a great deal of simple sentiment under those famous 
and flamboyant curves. She eludes the Grand Duke’s blunt 
and arrogant advances; she had always dreamed of the ro- 
mantic trimmings in amour in such surroundings — gypsy 
violins and soft lights. Miss Monroe, wiggling in an extra- 
tight white evening gown, exudes all her customary animal 
magnetism. But don’t let the wiggle fool you, she has grown 
into a very expert comedienne. She is able to cope dexter- 
ously with Olivier’s brilliant style. Most of the laughs come 
from the play of her forthrightness and candor against his 
haughty and overbearing presumption, and then his enraged 
bafflement. 


These and other characterizations, notably that of Sybil 
Thorndike as the Carpathian queen dowager, give most of 
the zest to this sex comedy. But when the showgirl becomes 
involved in a plot of the Duke’s son to overthrow him, at- 
tends the British Coronation with the royal Carpathian fam- 
ily in a pompous re-enactment of that spectacle, and straight- 
ens out the Duke’s feud with his son, the comic pace is not 
sustained. The glow wears off, the plot stretches a little thin, 
and the showy mannerisms ef the two stars are on a dra- 
matic treadmill, going nowhere in particular. “The Prince,” 
making fun of mythical Balkan kingdom romance, is in dan- 
ger of becoming one. 


Honest Teen-Age Drama 


“THE YOUNG STRANGER,” at the MISSOURI is by 
far the best movie made so far on the troubles of teen- 
agers. It is the first one that doesn’t seem terribly ex- 
aggerated, contrived, over-sensational or inane. To the con- 
trary, it is simple, balanced and in focus, 
subtle, quite realistic and dramatically 
strong. It isn’t about delinquents. It’s 
about a nice, normal boy of 16, and of a 
well-to-do Beverly Hills family, who's 
having trouble adjusting himself to coming 
maturity. He’s sensitive and apt to be 
defiant if cornered—to make smart-aleck 
eracks—and resentful because his father, a movie producer, 
instead of trying to understand him, brushes him off, takes 
him for granted. 


The boy gets into trouble in a brawl in a movie house. 
He is ejected because he put his feet. up on a seat. His 
wisecracks infuriate the excitable manager, who orders a 
doorman to grab him and prevent him from leaving. In 
the struggle, he hits the manager, is arrested. At the 
police station, the detective sergeant refuses to listen to 
his side, that he acted in self-defense. But much worse, 
his own father, at first infuriated, then the day after tak- 
ing it more lightly, refuses to believe him or even hear his 
side. The boy, morose and his feelings wounded, believes 
he is right and stubbornly sticks to his guns. It takes a 
repetition of the brawl to make the father realize he ought 
to get closer to his son. 

This perceptive story was written by Robert Dozier who 
did it originally for TV, and directed by John Franken- 
heimer. The boy is played with wonderful naturalism by 
James MacArthur, 18-year-old son of actress Helen Hayes 
and the late playwright Charles MacArthur; James also did 
the role on TV. It’s a pleasure to have a young actor behav- 
ing like the boys you see around you rather than giving a 
cheap imitation of Marlon Brando. James Daly as the 
father, Kim Hunter as the mother, and James Gregory as 
the detective all give incisive performances. ) 


The co-feature, “PUBLIC PIGEON NO. 1,” is pretty 
funny, if also very broad. It is a tailored Red Skelton 
vehicle, in which Red, playing his customary amiable stupe, 
is the victim of a gang of swindlers and even goes to prison 
as their fall guy. There is a hilarious framed prison escape 
and a merry knockabout romp in a night-club in which 
Red gets mixed up with a tumbling act as he tries to get 
away from the crooks. Elementary, my dear Watson, but 
amusing, unless your comic tastes are too highly refined. 


Jack's Bark Is Worse Than His Bite 


One would have expected that Jack Webb, producer, 
director and star of “THE D.I.” at the FOX would have 
have gone into some of the controversial aspects of the 


Marine Corps boot-camp training which have developed in 
the news. But the result is more like a 
Marine Corps recruiting film. Webb, who 
underplayed low, terse dialogue into the 
ground in his TV series, “Dragnet,” here 
shows he can cut loose. He bellows, yells 
and barks incessantly as a Marine drill 
YT be ] instructor whipping recruits into shape 
Ter ii<_ with martinet training. Webb’s D.I. is 
harsh, but not brutal. He’s severe on the men, but it’s for 
their own good in combat. You know that beneath that 
hard-boiled exterior, he has a sneaking fondness for his 
charges. He even goes to bat repeatedly for his problem 
boy, (Don Dubbins) who is confused and trying to get out, 
although he has brow-beaten the kid unmercifully. 


The barracks and drill field scenes seem authentic. 
Fifty-three real-life marines, 18 of whom have speaking 
roles, were used as recruits, and Webb certainly seems 
tough enough. But there’s no dramatic excitement to the 
film and little point. The after-duty hours scenes in a night 
club are feeble. 


The co-feature, “THE BUSTER KEATON STORY,” has 
Donald O’Connor as the famous frozen-faced comedian of 
silent films who went inte obscurity with the advent of 
sound pictures. It is badly written. O’Connor, a good enough 
comedian in his own right, is a volatile, high-strung type 
exactly the opposite of Keaton. As in most of these whipped- 
up film biographies of celebrities, you have the feeling 
that very little of the true story emerges.

They work 
through church groups and 
missionary societies and actually 
help a greater number than 
those they meet because each 
member goes back to her own 
group and tells them what she’s 
learned. 

“It takes a new agent almost 
@ year to make progress,” she 
added, “because they do not 
accept outsiders readily. The 
agent has to work slowly. 
Usually she starts with the 
school and 4-H work. The 
average Indian mother is as 
interested in the progress of 
her child in school as is her 
white neighbor.” 

Mrs. Pintz went to Arizona 
during the war years when she 
worked with relocating Jap- 
anese from the West Coast. Her 
home was Sulphur, Okla. and 
she had taken her B.S. dégree 
at Oklahoma A. &M. (now Ok- 
lahoma State) University, at

Stillwater, did graduate work 
at University.of Oklahoma, and 
got her Master’s in Education 
degree at Colorado A. & M., Ft. 
Collins. At the end of the war 
she heard there were vacancies 
in the home economics depart- 
ment of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs and transferred there. 

“I liked the Southwest and 
thought it would be fascinating 
to work among the Indians,” 
she recalls. “My first job was 
teaching home economics at a 
boarding school on the White 
river on the Apache reserva- 
tion. Through that work I was 
contacted for this position in 
Phoenix.” 

The aim of Government home 
economists, Mrs. Pintz explains, 
is “to teach the Indian better 
home practices for improved 
living.” 

“We've done a great deal of 
work changing diets through 
the introduction of powdered 
milk,” she said. “Because of lack 


out of the question. Powdered 
milk, which we introduced at 
the trading posts, has changed 
their food preparation greatly. 
Many children who formerly 
went to school without break- 
fast now have cereal.” 

Standards of sanitation are 
low on the reservations because 
of the lack of water supply in 
an area which has five to 10 
inches of rainfall annually. It 
is not unusual for families to 
bring water from five to 15 
mile distances.

ECAUSE of the extremely 

low incomes, diets are defi- 

cient in “practically every- 
thing,” Mrs. Pintz said.

T sometimes seems as if every 

time I turn on the television 

set, Ed Sullivan is celebrating 
another anniversary. When I 
was a kid, we had a hired man 
who celebrated his birthday 
every month or so and to make 
things doubly confusing he'd 
roll the years backward. In 
June he'd celebrate his fortieth 
birthday and in August along 
would come his thirty-ninth. 


I thought of this hired man 
the other night when Sullivan 
was commemorating what he 
claimed was his ninth birthday 
on the air. Seems more like 
his ninetieth. Why, there are 
quite grown up children in this 
country who first opened their 
eyes in the sight of Sullivan, 
hands clasped in supplication, 
eyeballs rolling wildly, on the 
TV screen. There are children 
whose first exposure to the

guesses include the type of 
meat eaten by the Navahos, 
largely mutton, and the fact 
that they use little or no salt in 
seasoning. 

Another study made by the 
University of Arizona School 
of Agriculture among children 
on the Papago reservation 
showed that Indian children 
were better nourished than the 
average public school child be- 
cause they ate native foods and 
supplemented them with hot 
lunches at schools, planned by 
Government dietitians. Many 
white children went home for 
lunch, presumably to a meal 
less dietetically sound. 

Indian diets are interestingly 
varied. While the Navahos eat 
mutton, Apaches are chiefly 
beef eaters, and Pimas and 
Papagos use large quantities of 
vegetables, melons, fruits. 

Pimas and Pagagos also use 
beans from the native mesquite 
tree, grinding them into fine 
powdered flour which they mix 
with water to make a round 
loaf. When baked, it forms a 


cake of crumbling consistency 


and a delicious nutlike flavor. 
Apaches use acorns to make 
similar cakes, and the Pimas 
and Papagos also grind mes- 
quite into a coarser meal which 
they make into a cereal for 
older people and children. 

Most of the Indians have been 
happy with their life on the 
reservation until improvement 
in health aids sent their birth 
and survival rates up and they 
are now troubled with over- 
population, Mrs. Pintz said. 
Efforts are being made to re- 
locate many of them off the 
reservation. 

“There has not been a big 
change in living habits,” she 
said, “but there has been a 
gradual change especially 
among the 18-35-year-old group 
Mrs. Hildegarde Thompson, 
chief of the branch of education 
in Washington, has made great 
strides in improving education 
and we hope in the next two 
or three generations to see 
great improvement everywhere.” 

* + * 


EANWHILE, Indian women 
have been introduced, not 
only to easier and better 
food preparation at home but 
to such refinements as jelly 
making for the state and county 
fairs. 

“Indian women love competi- 
tion and love to participate in 
fairs and 4-H achievement day,” 
Mrs. Pintz said. “Last year one 
Hopi woman won enough premi- 
ums and prizes at the fair that 
with a little additional money 
made from selling pottery she 
was able to buy a refrigerator 
for her mesa home. This year 
she’s thinking of adding a 
stove.” 

Among popular recent inno- 
vations have been the instant 
candies made with powdered 
sugar and powdered milk. 
Cookie making is another art 
Indian women have learned. 


“At at demonstration at Fort 
McDowell, our economist asked 
if the women had any ques- 
tions,”” Mrs. Pintz recalled. “One 
Indian woman stood and said, 
*At school our children are 
asked to bring cookies for birth- 
day parties. The other children 
take homemade cookies but 
ours must take store cookies 
and they do not like this. Can 
you teach us to make cookies?’ 

“We introduced a cookie 
press and while they were 
afraid of it at first they soon 
mastered the technique and 
were turning out the fanciest 
cookies you've ever seen.” 

Traveling a great deal in her 
work, Mrs. Pintz still manages 
to be a homemaker herself. She 
is married to Martin Q. Pintz, 
— attorney, in charge of crimi- 
nal investigation in the sheriff's 
office of Maricopa county. They 
have a home in Phoenix and a 
miniature dachshund who is 
their “pet and hobby.” 

“He comes running into the 
house when we rattle the lid of 
the cookie jar,” she smiles. 
“We don't want him to get too 
fat so we feed him only dietetic 
cookies.”

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Honest Teen-Age Drama 


“THE YOUNG STRANGER,” at the MISSOURI is by 
far the best movie made so far on the troubles of teen- 
agers.

It’s 
about a nice, normal boy of 16, and of a 
well-to-do Beverly Hills family, who's 
having trouble adjusting himself to coming 
maturity. He’s sensitive and apt to be 
defiant if cornered—to make smart-aleck 
eracks—and resentful because his father, a movie producer, 
instead of trying to understand him, brushes him off, takes 
him for granted. 


The boy gets into trouble in a brawl in a movie house. 
He is ejected because he put his feet. up on a seat. His 
wisecracks infuriate the excitable manager, who orders a 
doorman to grab him and prevent him from leaving. In 
the struggle, he hits the manager, is arrested. At the 
police station, the detective sergeant refuses to listen to 
his side, that he acted in self-defense. But much worse, 
his own father, at first infuriated, then the day after tak- 
ing it more lightly, refuses to believe him or even hear his 
side. The boy, morose and his feelings wounded, believes 
he is right and stubbornly sticks to his guns. It takes a 
repetition of the brawl to make the father realize he ought 
to get closer to his son. 

This perceptive story was written by Robert Dozier who 
did it originally for TV, and directed by John Franken- 
heimer. The boy is played with wonderful naturalism by 
James MacArthur, 18-year-old son of actress Helen Hayes 
and the late playwright Charles MacArthur; James also did 
the role on TV. It’s a pleasure to have a young actor behav- 
ing like the boys you see around you rather than giving a 
cheap imitation of Marlon Brando. James Daly as the 
father, Kim Hunter as the mother, and James Gregory as 
the detective all give incisive performances. 


The co-feature, “PUBLIC PIGEON NO. 1,” is pretty 
funny, if also very broad. It is a tailored Red Skelton 
vehicle, in which Red, playing his customary amiable stupe, 
is the victim of a gang of swindlers and even goes to prison 
as their fall guy. There is a hilarious framed prison escape 
and a merry knockabout romp in a night-club in which 
Red gets mixed up with a tumbling act as he tries to get 
away from the crooks.

time I turn on the television 

set, Ed Sullivan is celebrating 
another anniversary. When I 
was a kid, we had a hired man 
who celebrated his birthday 
every month or so and to make 
things doubly confusing he'd 
roll the years backward. In 
June he'd celebrate his fortieth 
birthday and in August along 
would come his thirty-ninth. 


I thought of this hired man 
the other night when Sullivan 
was commemorating what he 
claimed was his ninth birthday 
on the air.

Why, there are 
quite grown up children in this 
country who first opened their 
eyes in the sight of Sullivan, 
hands clasped in supplication, 
eyeballs rolling wildly, on the 
TV screen.
